Four Chinese Reforms. 

The Emperor of China, according to a 
Heian tolegram dated January 9, has re- 
cuived # dispateh from Viceroy Liu K‘un-yi 
of Nanking, urging. immediate sanction of 
four matters of national importance, name-

1.—That the present dividing lines be- 
tween Chinese und Manchus be levelled 
down, 

2,-—Sehools of Learning for all Manchus 
and Chinese to be built through the Empire. 

3,—Such schools to be freo to all, 


4.—Manchus to be allowed to trade and 
Jearn business like Chinose. 


The Political Situation.
